Suggestions. 


Mr.Gladstone’s Oonference To-Day 
With the Irish Delegates. 


The Ex- Premier Suggests the Appointment

LONDON, Deo. 5.—There was no Irishman in 
the vicinity of the Parliament buildiags this 
morning whose views are entitled te weight 
who cared to venture an opiaion as to what 
would be the outcome of the home rule ex- 
amination through which the conference 
would attemptto put Mr. Gladstone. Opina- 
ions were to be had for the asking, however, 
that yesterday’s violent and personal con- 
troversy between Mr. Parnell and Mr. Realy 
unfortunately developed the existence of so 
acrimonious temperamong the Irish mem- 
bers as must almost necessaraly fa- 
tally hamdicap any committee essay- 
ing on their part to enforce terms 
upen a stronger and more cohesive 
force. A Liberal member of the House of 
Commons, who represents a heavy manu- 
facturing district of Southwestern England, 
and who is a gentieman noted for the modera- 
tion of his views on the Irish question, to-day 
said, in reply to somewhat pertizacious 
questioning: 

‘*‘You have undoubtedly observed that the 
members of the party have very generally 
been content to treatthis miserable business 
as an essentially ‘Irish stew.’ Mr. Gladstone 
has been referred as being ‘garrulous.’ All 
men know, who eare to know, that no one 
can feel « deeper interest in the solution of 
Irish troubles, and all men know, too, that ro 
one has been more reticentis discussing their 
present phases than be has. He is an excellent 
example for his followers to imitate.’’ 

After some hesitation and much farther 
pressing the English commoner said: ‘‘As 
the matter stands this morning, there is the 
upbappy circumstances of Mr. Parne!l’s rela- 
tions to the wife of his late friend as exploited 
in a divorce court; the manifesto of the Irish 
Catholic hierarchy; the aroused anger and

of the English Liberals, and the apparent de- 
sire of the majority of the Irish Pariiamenta- 
riansg toforce Mr, Parnéll from the leader- 
ship, on one side. On the other hand, there 
ie the undoubted ability aed magnificent au- 
dacity of the Irieh ieader; the wonderful 
loyaity of afighting minority, whose integ- 
rity of purpose I certainly cannot question, 
and more than all else, the possession of the 
present Irish organization, or, what you 
would perbaps Gall the ‘machine,’ which has 
been making its voice loudly heard on both 
sides of the Atlantic. I should, myself, con- 
sider the percentage of chances to be against 
Mr. Parnell. Ofcourse, ifhbe is prepared in 
the last analysis of the problem with which he 
finds himself confronted, to place himself at 
the head of an Irish insurrectionary force, as 
has been hoped by Mr. Finerty of Ualeago, be 
do so, rather than yield his 
ambitions or wait the growth of Liberal 
English ideas oa Irish affairs; nothing more 
can be done than to wait fortbe roar of Irish 


| artillery among the hills of Kerry.’’ 


It is hardly prebable that Lord Salisbury 
to-day finds the mantie of Palmerston and 
Beaconsfield to pinch his shoulders by reason 
of any abnormal Intellectual or statesmaniike 
growth as a censequence of his Waterford 
speech delivered on Wednesday night 
amongst the sneers, cheers and jeers ofa 
Laoeashire Tory constituency. 

THE ANTI-PARNELLITES. 

The ant!-Parnellites say thatthe very poor 
quality of gudgeon bait used by the Premier 
while fishing in the troubled Irish political 
waters, may tempt an occasional sprat or 
sucker, but will never help him to iand a 
game fish. They laugh to derision his awk- 
ward attempts atthe role of the proverbial 
myth, ‘*British fair-play,’’ so that he may 
the better dart the poisoned shaft of inuendo 
at Mr. Gladstone. I1t is insisted by the friends 
of Messrs. Sexton and Healy that the Minie-

BROOK’S CHARTS ILLUSTRATING THE 
COUNTRY’S | XPORT AND IMPORT TRADE. 
' : 


The Presidext Well Pilensed With the 
Scheme—New York’s Demand for a New 
Census Enumetation—The Puyallup Ir.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The Chief of 
tho Bureau of Statistics has had prepared a 
setofcharts which display the spheres and 
cubes colored in the proportions, show- 
ing the comparisons of imports of 
the United States with the exports of 1890, 
including in detail the various foreign coun- 
tries from which imported and to which 
exported, the commerce as 8 6« carried 
on the seas since 1844 to the 
present time, by American and 
foreign vessels, the contrast since 1860 being 
decidediy against the United States, duitiabie 
and free articles, etc. These charte are de- 
cidediy interesting and are anew feature in 
the Bureau. The samples were examined by 
the President and he was so well pleased 
with the clear and lvelid wav of 


presenting comparisons that he requested 
thata duplicate set be made for his personal 
use. Maj. Brock expects to obtain a few 
thousand dollars tromn the Columbian Exposi- 
tion fund with which to publish something of 
the kind for general distribution, making 
comparisons of all matters connécted with 
the country’s growth.

New York’s Demand for a Receunt. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The House 
Committee on the eleventh cens's gave a 
hearing this morning to a delegu:ion from

by resolutions introdaved in the House by 
Reprosentatives Cummings and Flower. John 
M. Bowers of New York acted as spokesman 
ofthe “yy et lie began his remarks by 
reading {epresentative Flower'’s reso- 
lutions. He referred to the different 
acts of Congress by which the census 
has been taken since 1890 up to the present 
time and argued on the facilities for inyesti- 
gation under them. When the census office 
announced the census of the city, he said, it 
was a whet Aes bay but it was not doubted 
until broughtto the attention of the Board of 
Health by the death rate. The pelice enu- 
meration wws then ordered. Mr. Bowers here 
presented the affidavits of reporters of the 
Sun, Herald and WORLD stating that they had 
tabulated the police returns and that they 
were correct as presented tothe census oflice. 
Thecensus of the Second Ward, as shown by 
the federal census, was 927 and the police enu- 
meration gave it a pepulation of 1,340. 
Mr. Bowers here presented the affidayits of 
about four hundred persons, residents of the 
Second Ward, whoawore that they had not 
been enumerated by the Federal enumerators. 
They bad a complete case in the Second Ward,

“A FRIGHTFUL FALL.

SERIOUS ELEVATOR ACCIDENT AT SAMUEL 
C. DAVIN & Co.’S STORF. 


The Freight Elevator Drops Five Stories 
With Five Employes—The Spine of One 
ef Them Broken and Allef the Men 
Badly injured—ihe Accident Dueto the 
Breakiog of the Maia Cable. 


The cable attached to the freight elevator in 
Samuel C. Davis & Co.'s wholesale dry goods 
house, Broadway and Washington avenue, 
broke about lo’ciock this afternoon and the 
elevator with five employes dropped five 
floors. There was very littie freight on the 
elevator at the time and the break came with- 
out the least warning to the occupants. All 
of the men were injured, some seriously. 

Dr. Outley was called inand he found that 
Richard Collins, the porter, had a serious 
fracture of the spine, together with dangerous 
internal injuries. CoNins is a single man, re- 
siding at 1833 Carr street, and was sent to the 
Collins, 
although able to talk soon after the ac- 
cident, could give no very intelligible accouat 
ofthe accident. Hesaid hedidn’t hear any 
noise to indicate that the machinery was giv- 
ing way, and thatthe Grst thing he knew he 
and his companions were taking a headlong 
plunge into what they thought would be 
eternity. 

Dennis H. Woods, married and living at 617 
South Ewing avenue, was Only slightly in- 
jured. He said that the fall came without the 
least warning and that no unusual noise was 
noticed previous to the fall. ‘‘There was a 
sudden jerk,’’ said he, ‘‘a cracking of some- 
thing as though some timber was giving 
away, when we were precipitated. 1 con- 
sider myself lucky in getting of with such 
sligbtinjuries.’’ He was taken hone. 

Db. R. Mears, who its warried and resides at 
812 North Jefferson avenue, bad his left leg 
fractured above the knee. Mears was suaffor- 
ing great pain and could taik butiittie. He 
said, liowever, that the fall was very sudden, 
and that he hardly expected to be alive to tell 
of the accident. 

A close examination of xe broken cable 
failed to show anything but fra aks. The 
whole matter is surrounded with mystery, as 
everyone about the store asserts that the ele- 
vator was not heavily loaded at the time of 
the accident. One of the gentlemen who 
were below when tie elevaior fell said that it 
was a most sickening sight. 

**] was standing in the center of the room,’’ 
said he, ‘‘when I heard a loud, cracking 
noise, followed by exciamations of horror 
from the unfortunate men. Itlooks wonder- 
ful that these men escaped with as slight in- 
jurles as they did. All the stories of the 
buildings are comparatively bigh, averaging 
12 feet each, making a total fail of 72 feet.’’ 

How the men retained their position on the 
elevator is a mystery, as it isan open one and 
the chances were that they would be thrown 
back and forth against the walls on either side. 
But the injuries were caused by the powerful 
concussion wher lhe elevator struck the 
bottom. 

The elevator had no insurance guarantee of 
safety, but employes assert that the inspec- 
tion was made regularly. 

Of the three men injured in the accident, 
the lujuries received by Collins are considered 
the muvsteerious. His leftthigh is disiocated 
and he is supposed to be seriously injured in- 
ternaliy. He wasremoved fromthe dispen- 
sary to St. Mary’s lufirmary. 

Db. H. Woods, who bus been in the employ 
of the Davis é¢stablishment for many years, 
was badly shaken up, and was in great pain 
when he reached his home on South Ewing 
avenue. 

One of the injured said that the accident 
was cuused by a bolt of dry goods, which be- 
came w:dged between the cogs, throwing 
them out of position, and in that way causing 
the platform to drop.

The National Alliance Conventien—ldaho 
Senatorial Contest. 


OCALA, Fla., Dec. 5.—At the meeting of the 
National Colored Alliance last night, a resolu- 
tion was offered condemning the action of the 
white Alliance in passing a resolution on 


Wednesday in opposition to the Federal elec- 
tion bill, because suocb action has no reference 
whatever to the aims and purposes of the or- 
ganization, and was calculated to check the 
growth of the Alliance, The resolution will 
in all probability be passed to-day. A reso- 
lution in regard to the Conger lard bill was 
presented to-day. After along preamble, the 
resolution concludes: 

‘*Therefore, favoring the doctrine of equal 
rights for a@lland special privileges for none, 
and being opposed to the abuse and prostitu- 
tion of the tuxing power of the Government, 
and the enactmvaot of class legislation by 
which one industry is fostered und built up 
at the expense of another, rotest against 
the passage of the Conger lard bill, while in 
the interest of public health and morals and 
to secure pure food and pure drugs, we favor 
and pray for the passage of the Paddock pure 
food bill.’’ — 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The Colored Alliance speakers claimed that 
there are 75,000 negroes employed in the pro- 
duction of cotton seed ojl and that fithe 
Conger bill bassed it would deprive them of 
their wages. 

Owing to the difficulty In securing informa- 
tion from the National Alliance, the position 
olf President Hall of the Missour! Allianoe on 
the elections, resolutions was misstated in 
Wednesday’s press reports. The Alliance 
Presa» Committee requests the publication of 
the following: 

Mr. U. 8. Hall, President of the State Al- 
liance of Missouri, wade a strong speech in 
favor ofaresoliution condemning the Lodge 
bill. After the resolution wae dulv carried 
and without a single person expressing him- 
self personally opposed to ft, Mr. Hall moved 
to reconsider the resolution which motion be- 
ing seconded, he then moved to table the mo- 
tion to reconsider and the last wotion being 
carried the resolution was carriad,never to be 
reconsidered and the order was thus unalter- 
ably committed against the bill.

MISS TOVELL'S CON DITION 


PAYSICIANS DFCIDE NOT TO PERFORM AN 
OPEEATION, 


The Unferturuate School Teacher in a Criti- 
cal Condition—Her Sister is Heuston, 
Tex., Will Prebably Cometo Nurse Her 
—Semething About Miss Tovell’s Life. 


Mise Augusta Tovell, the lady who was run 
over and dragged several biocks last Tuesday 
evening, is atill unconscious, and ber condl- 
tion this afternoon is reported very alarming. 
The brutes responsible for her condition 
bave, in the opinion of Chief Harrigan and 
Capt. Oampbell, not been arrested yet, al- 
though the police are working hard on the 
@ase and still expect to find the right men. 
Ruble, Vogt and Larson, three of the men ar- 
rested on suspicion, were released last night, 
none of the witnesses of the accident being 
able to identify either of them and the 
mnen succeeding in satigfactorily establish- 
ing alibis. Edward Jamie he colored man 
who identified Thomas C. Hammond as the 
man who drove the wagon that ran over and 
dragged off Miss Tovell, is still positive that 
Hammond isthe right man. ‘‘l gota good 
look at him,’’ sald the segro this moraing, 
‘tand was not more than four feet from him. 
I was right at the side of the wagon and could 
see him distinotly. He was looking directly 
at me when I told him that the woman he bad 
rup over was dragging under his wagos, and 
he could not help hearing me, but instead of 
stopping he started the horse into a gallop 
and his companion gave the animal several 
cats withawhip. Before this they were go- 
ingin apretty good trot and I was running 
along side of them. I might have caught the 
horse if I hadn’t run against a post, 
and woeld have caught him even aiter 
l recovered myself had he not suddenly 
turned the corner on ma, Mr. . 5. Biood 
must be mistaken when he says that the 
wagon turned south on Cabanne avenue, and 
that the horse was not going at an unusual 
speed, as it was goimg faster than I could 
run, and was still going west when it crossed 
Vandeventer avenue. Aithough some dis- 
taace behind, I kept the rig im view until it 
passed under the electric light on Vandeven- 
ter and Delar avenues.’ 

Hammond’s failure to establish an 
alibi yesterday morning was due to bis refusal 
ve telithe police exactly where he was Tues- 

day afternoon. Upto last night he could not

A Telegram Received This Afterneor Frem 
Mr. Jehre Dillom Anneuncing That He 
Hourly Leeked for a Decisieon—The Com. 
mittee Hopefal That the Party Will Be 
Here Sunday. 


The committe in chargeof the demonstra- 
tion arranged for Sunday evening in honor of 
the Irish envoys is working might and 
main to bave the programme carried 
out’ in all ite details.

STARVING INDIAN#. 

Indian Commissioner BELT’s ‘‘exhaust- 
ive denial’’ of Gen. MILES’ reference to 
starving Indians deals mostly with ex- 
hausted appropriations, and his ‘ ‘lucid 
explanation” of the ration issues leaves 
the main point in darkness. 

To prove that the Indians are not starv- 
ing, as they say they are, he boasts that 
army officers inspected the beef cattle 
deliveries and reported the contracts in 
alli respects faithfully carried out as to 
quantity and quality. But as the treaties 
do not require that the delivery of 
rations to the Indians shall be in 
spected by army @icers he utter- 
ly fails to prove that the Indians 
got the beef the Government paid for. 
He seeins to be satisfied with the state- 
ment of the agents that the quantity of 
rations issued was ‘‘us large as the appro- 
priations by Congress willadmit.’’ Then 
he admits that cattle bought when fat are 
issued to the Indians at their original 
weight, after they have become lean, aud 
admitting also that rations upon this 
fraudulent basis have not dalways been 
provided, he asks for increased appropri- 
uations for beef. 

From this muddled explanation the 
reader will readily perceive how the 
Indians are cheated. When they say 
they are starving and army officers 
corroborate their statement and the 
Indian Bureau denies it, the proba- 
bility is that the army officers and In- 
dians are better informed on the subject 
than the Bureau is. If the ration issues 
were made under the inspection of army 
officers, as well as the cattle purchases, 
there would probably be less room for a 
difference of opinion between the Bureau 
and the Indians, and smaller margins of 
profit for Indian agency rings.

THERE is talk that the Legislature this 
winter will extend the ballot reform sys- 
tem now in force in cities of 5,000 inhabi- 
tants to smaller towns. If the perfect 
secrecy and purity of the ballot and the 
perfect independence of the voter in cast- 
ing it are desirable in city and town elec- 
tions, why not in every rural precinct? 
There may be farming districts in which 
there is no bribery or improper influence 
brought to bearon any elector. But the 
large employers who try to control 
the votes of the men they hire, are not 
all in the cities and towns. There 
are mines, mills, quarries and other in- 
dustries employing large bodies of wage- 
workers in the rural districts as well as 
in the towns, and the control of votes 
which is taken from them in towns and 
cities should be taken from them in the 
country also. The test of the recent elec- 
tion has shown that the new ballot system 
is no hindrance to honest voters any- 
where, and that if the protection it af- 
fords themis not needed everywhere it 
should be so extended as to operate 
wherever it may be needed, and that 
means every voting place in the State.

An Income Tax. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The WORLD has long advocated a graduated 
tax upon large incomes as ‘‘the most just 
tax.’’ Itis paid by those only who are well 
able to pay and who have something to pay 
with. A farmer whose land and buildings 
are worth $10,000 ig often hard pressed for 
money with whichto pay his State and local 
taxes. Aman with an income of $10,000 or 
morecan always make provision for $50 or 
$100 without serious sacrifice. 

Though the need for more revenue Is cortain 
to come as the result of Republican reckless- 
ness, no party would venture torestore the 
duties upon sugar or upon tea 
and coffee. The taxes upon other 
necessarics of the people, such as 
clothing, food, fuel and shelter, should be 

reduced rather than increased. Where is the 
new revenue to come from, exceptfrom new 
taxes? And what tax is at once so just and so 
likely to commend itself to the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and the other fresh forces in politics asa 
tax on the large incomes of the rich? 

When a reckless appropriation means a new 
and direct tax governmental extravagance 
will be resisted.

THE INDIAN MESSIAH. 


; 
INTERESTING STORIES ABOUT JOHNSON 
SIDES, THE PIUTE CHIEF. ) 
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How the Self. Asserted Messiah Stole 


His Tribe—Sitting Bull a Standing Men. 
ace to Peace—The Situation at Pine 
Ridge Unchanged — Hostiles Sleeping 
Upen Their Arnis. 


8T. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 5.—A Pioneer Press 
correspondent telegraphs that paper from 
the Cannon Ball Station, N. D., as follews: 
On Monday Capt. Ketehum of the Twenty- 


second Infantry, who was Adjutant-General 
for Stanley in 1883, and is welt knowan to the 
Indians, beld a conference at this station 
(Cannon Bai! Ranch) with all the chiefs of the 
Yanktonnais who could be summoneé at short 
notice, such as Two Bears, Wolf, Necklace, 
Big Head, Black Tomahawk and 

Fish. They stated that they had no grievances, 
and with one acoord said their later treaty 
bad been complied with. They sagrenete grave 
fears that the conduct of Bull and others 
would result in war, andthat the Creek-Fos- 
ter-\Warner treaty would be abrogated there- 
by. They were assured that friendly Indians 
would not suffer and were content, The War 
Department isnow having made at various 
army poste near the Sioux Agencies detailed 
reports by officers of rank of allthe charges 
of broken faith made by Indians against the 
Governwent. The reports will be fer- 
wurded to the Secretary 
collective statement made from them. No 
one in this reservation, not actually in touch 
with Sitting Bull, ischary of expressing the 
firm beliefthat he should be arrested, and 
thatsepeedily as possible. He is surly, ar- 


rogantand recalcitrant, and is regarded es a 
standing menace to peace, not only by the 
whites but Dy such Indians as Gall aad John 
Grass. Many who know the wan and believe 
bim to be a coward think he would submis te 
arrest peaceably. Others think he would fight 
hard if brought to bay. 


Sisep Upon their Arms, 


PINE RiIpGE AGENCY, 8. D., Dec. 5.—The 
situation has not materially changed. The 
hostile Rosebud Indians sieep upon -their 
arms prepared constastiy for an attack. They 


have three lines of signal couriers between 
this avency and their camp, and any move- 
mentof the troops would be known in afew 
moments. They have taken all they wish of 
the Government beef herd and burned the 
buildings and corrals. They are living bigh 
and arehappy. They have moved tothe edge 
of the Bad Lands. Military preparations pro- 
ceed rapidiy. Unless the Indians come in 
within a very few days the treops will be 
equipped and in position whea ,advance may 
be ordered, 


The Sloux te the Great Father. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—The following 
letter signed by twelve Sioux was received by 
the President: 

**ROSEBUD AGENCY, Nov. 6.—Toe Great 


Father: This day 1 will write you a letter 
with a good heart. When we gave up the 
Biack Hilis you told us In that treaty thata 
mum would get three pounds of beef a day; 
the meaning wag three pounds for one man. 
Besides you said we could get food just like 
the soldiers. You did not, however, give it 
to us at this rate. 

*-Great Father, we are starving and beg you, 
that is the reason I mention it. And if you do 
pot well understand it, send me (Hollow Horn 
Bear) travelling money and I wijlcome with 
five men, Great Father. If you do not want 
to do so, then, please, let us have a soidier 
for our father (agent) when our present 
father’s termisout. Great Father, please do 
us this favor.’’ 

Indian Commissioner Belt, to whom the 
letter wae referred by Secretary Nobile, has 
furwarded to the Secretary in reply a siate- 
ment of rations issued to the Indians. He 
Says that in addition to money expended for 
supplies on contracts, $80,700 was expended in 
open market for provisions for Pine Ridge, 
lLosebud and Standing Rock Agencies. 


The Indinn **‘Messiah.’’ 


NEW YORK, Deo. 5.—Once again the Piute 
Chief, Johnson Sides, bobs up into public, 
says the WORLD, and then adds: The new 
stories of his wiles are told by Capt. York, 


who recently returned to this city from Ne- 
vada, where he became well acquainted with 
the self-asserted Messiah. 

‘‘He is a queer character,’’ said Capt. 
York yesterday to a WORLD reporter, ‘‘and 
some of his work in Kflavery Is Verry funny. 
Iremem!erthatabout four years ago Jobn- 
son Sides became imbued with a strong desire 
to christianize and educate the members of 
his tribe, and tothbatend madea Dattiefor a 
scnool-house. A dugout or a log cabin 
would notdo. He had to bave a school-bouse 
properly framed and built. He was then near 
Virginia City, and itwason the outskirts of 
the city he wanted to Luild the scnool-house. 
He hadno money and the tribe was poor. 
Neither did be nave credit, but he determined 
to have the school atany cost. Sohelaid his 
plans and soon the lumber dealers began to 
miss scanitiling, timbers and boards, and car- 
penters had their tools stolen. No one could 
detect the thief, and the matter was a mystery 
until ome day a lumber dealer iu rid- 
ing across the country happened on 
to Johason sides’ school - house. 
He examined the marks on the rough timber 
and recognized itas having been stoien from 
him and he returnedto thecity toteil the 
others of his find. They went.to the scene 
and found the schoo!l-bouse well on ‘toward 
completion and near it enough lumber to fin- 
ish the building. The dealers compeiled John- 
son Sidesto return all the stuff uad then in 
disgust he exclaimed, ‘Huy, Christians make 
Jesus pay one bit one foot for him crvss.’ He 
was thoroughly disgusted withthe whites.’’ 

Another evidence of the shrewdness of the 
Piute chief is told by the San Francisco Zram- 
iner. itis as follows: Two years ago Johnson 
Sides brought downo a lot of Piutes to 
tuke partinthe pony races at the State Fair 
in Sacramento. The Agricultural Society gave 
hima Dig silver badge with his name and 
*‘*Peacemaker’’ on it. Heisas proud of it as 
asmail boy of asore toe. He aiways shows it 
ang tells a wonderful story aboutit. tie says 
it was given to him by the whites as a token 
of their gratitude for his services in stopping 
the Indian war. 

About a year ago Josnsen Sides made a 
speech at Woodwarda’s Garden. Oapt. Sam 
made aspeech in his own language, aad his 
Prime Minister, Johnson Sides, got upto in- 
terpret it. He told the bistory of the Piutes 
from the start and bragged about their prog- 
ress, Kut he informed his hearers that they 
would neveraguin fight the whites—that in 
the next warthey would fight with the Goy- 
ernment. He went on in this strain until 
they bad to stop himto give the rest of the 
show a chance. 

‘‘He is a cunning old chap. When the 
Piutes came down here to showat Wood- 
ward's he made araise fur the tribe that 
earned bim their everlasting gratitude. The 
Indian show bad been billed and advertised 
lavishiy and a whelelotof interestin it had 
been aroused. Two hours before the time for 
the show to begin, Johnson Sides, backed by 
Sam, approsched the manager.’’ . 

**‘Want ’um money,’’ said Johnson Sides. 

‘*What for?’’ asked the manager. 

**‘Buy "um grub.’’ 

‘‘Ob, allrignt. How much you need?’’ 

*‘*Four bundred dollare.’’ 

‘‘W-h-a-¢! Four hundred dollars! O, come 
now, I’ll give you $20.’’

The Remarkable Hecovery of Mr. Chas. G. 


Dennis et Beverly, Mass. 


BEVERLY, Mass., Dec. 5.—One of the most 
remarkable recoveries ever reported came to 
Chas. 8. Dennis of Beverly, iast Sunday 
evening, and his friends who saw him then 
and have seen him since are firm believers in 
miracies. About four months ago Mr. Cennis 
hadasbock, and as a result his whole left 
side wuaS paralyzed. He wae unable to do any 
work and the services of a nurse were 


required constantly. About a month ago 
he begun to improve and was able 
to get around by the ald of crutches and a 
cane. His left side was a dead weight and he 
could notlitt his left footan inch from the 
ground. For years Mr. Dennis’ friends havé 
claimed that be possessed a supernatural 
gift, but he seldom exercised it, and knowing 
his condition and fearing anotber shock,tbey 
advised him to exercise that powerono him- 
seif which it was claimed he possessed. After 
much persuasion he consented, and last Sun- 
Gay evening he invited to his house, 26 Pros- 
ect street, several friends, Including Israel 
efevre, ph e955 of the Queen Ho- 
te!; Benj. reon, Jr., a leading doctor, and 
Dr. Swuyzey, an old school physician, who 
bas been doctoring Mr. Dennis during his 
recent liilness, besides one or two ilady 
friends. The company sat ina darkened 
room, and join: d bands, pene them on the 
tabie around which they sat. in afew win- 
utes, Mr. Vennis felt what seemed to be 
bands rubbing bis right leg and thigh, Im- 
inediately they paesed to the left leg and 
side, and began to rub them. So distinct 
was the noise thatall in the room heard it 
and as it proceeded Dr. Swayzey, who had 
hoid of Mr. Dennis’ hand, marked a growing 
arinth and moisture where it wascold and 
belore. As the blood be- 
circulats same ope- 
of rabbing was extended 
to histhroat. A few minutes laier the doctor 
was surprised to hear Mr. Dennis speak In his 
naturai tone of voice, wheu, ever since the 
shock bis articulation bas been understood 
with difticulty, as the organs of the throat 
were paralyzed. In about haif an hour from 
the time they sat down Mr. Dennis broke the 
circle by getting up and declaring himself 
well, and, to the astonishment of ail, he ran 
up and down stairs three or four times while 
one of the company held the light. From 
that time tothis he has felt no eifects of bis 
recent iliness except a little weaknesa iu the 
left side. He cannot explain how the change 
came about. 


FOUND WRILE EXCAVATING, 


The Skeleton ofa Woman Buriedin a Dese. 
late Spot Years Ago. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The skeletor of a wo- 
man who bad been buried years ago in a 
desolate spot on the shores of the sound, near 
White Stone Landing, was brought to light by 
a party of workmen yesterday afternoon while 
making excavations for an extension to the 
Central Forge Works If that place. A rem- 
nant ofa shoe still clung to one of the feet. 


Coroner Curey of College Point had the body 
taken to a morgue, where it was examined by 
Dr. Maynara of Fiushing. Hesays the body 
must bave been buried elght or ten years ago. 
He failed to discever uny signe of a violent 
death. The skeleton was found on a swail 
hill about ten feet back from high wa 

mark and was covered by about two feet of 
earth. It was the custom in former years to 
bury the bodies of drowned persons near tne 
spot where they were found on the shore, but 
neither ex-C. roner Van Nostrand, the oldest 
ex-Coroner in the town of Fiushing, nor any- 
one living in the neighborhood, remembers a 
burial in this piace. Had it been the body of 
a drowned person the grave would certainly 
have been marked. There stillremains near 
by the stone that marks the 
grave of Isaac Whitney, a sailor, 
who was drowned in 1826 from the sloop Swan 
of Stamford. On afurther visit to the spot 
Coroner Corey discovered that the skeleton 
had been buried with the feet toward the 
southwest instead of the east, as is the cus- 
tow in Christian burials. Coroner Corey is a 
shoemaker by trade, and he says that the 
shoe found with the skeleton is of astyle of 
opera shoe which was worn by fashionable 
peopie ten and fliteen yearsago. The (oro- 
ner says he bas no doubt that the body was 
brought ashore irom 
He has decided pot to hold an inquest. Ten 
years agothe spot where the skeleton was 
found was a Wilderness. There was not a 
house within amile. The skeleton wili re- 
coive proper burial insome cemetery to-day.

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If WILL BE GIVEN ITS FIRST CONSIDERA- 
TION TRIS EVENING. 
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A Number of Amendments Will Be Recom- 
mendea by the Joint Committee, But 
They Will Net Be Such as Can Be Reason. 
ably Objected Te—A Valuable Addition 
—Oty Hall News. 


The Joint Committee of Railroads and Pub- 
lic Improvements of the Council will meet 
late this afternoon to organize and take the 
preliminary steps in the inatter of making a 
reporton the new Union Depot ordinance. 
The ordinance has been given two readings, 
and is sow in the hands of this committee. 
That they will have to recommend a number 
of amendments beforethey finish thelr work 
there can no doubtasthe ordinance does 
not once mention the style or size of the de- 
pot or give any information as to what it will 
be. 

The ordinance simply states ‘‘to csuleueia 
and maintain a new depot and passenger sta- 
tion and approaches thereto.’’ That is all 
the definition given of what the depot shail 
be. No provisions are made giving the city 
the right to say what sort of a structure it 
will be, and thereis nothing to prevent the 
building of another series of sheds such as 
now exist atthe Twelfth Street Union Depot. 
The Doundaries of the section to be taken up 
by the railroads are, however, most accu- 
rately defined. The section which the city is 
asked to abandon entirely is bounded in the 


ordinance as follows: 

Commencing at a point 
line of Poplar street, where it is 
intersected by tne east line of 
Eleventh street projected, thence running 
westwardly along the south line of Poplar 
streetto the west line of Sixteenth street, 
thence northwardly along the west line of Six- 
teenth street to the south line of Clark 
enue, theace westwardiy along the south line 
of Clark avenue to tie west line of Eighteenth 
street, thence northwardly along the west 
line of Eighteenth street to the south line of 
Market street, thence westwardly along the 
south line of Market street t) the east line of 
Twentieth strevt, thence southwardly alon 
the east line of Twentieth street to the sout 
line of Clark avenue,tbence westwardly along 
the south line of Clark avenue to the east line 
of Twenty-first street, thence southwardly 
along east line of Twenty-first strevt to the 
north line of property of the Wabash 
Railroad, thence eastwardiy along the 
said north line of property of the said 
Wabash Railroad to the west line of Eigh- 
teenth street, thence southeastwardly across 
Eighteenth street to the north line of property 
of the Missour! Pacific Rallway Co., thence 
eastwardiy along the north line of property of 
the said Siissouril Pacific Railway Co. toa 
point in said line where the same will be in- 
tersected bythe eastline of Eleventh street 
projected, thence northwardly in a straight 
line to the point of beginning.’’ 

There is no doubt as to what the railroads 
want. Theseciion where all the streets and 
alleys must be closed and given up is laid out 
toafoot. Asto the time within which the 
ooeeny shail finish the depot nothing is 
said. 

The ordinance says only: ‘‘And, further 
provided, that should said companies fail to 
construct the new depot and passenger sta- 
tion within the iimits described in the first 
section of this ordinance, the provisions of 
this section providing for the vacation of 
streets and alleys shall not apply to any 
street or alley within said limits.*’ 

The time within which this must be done is 
not specified. The companies forming the 


In the south 


Terminal and Union Depot companies may 


intend to bulld a depot which will be all that 
the public could desire, yet it is advisable for 
the city to havethething down in Diack and 
white for future reference. 


A Valuable Addition. 


The engineers of the Harbor Department 
have just finished running a line from Elwood 
street to the southern boundary of the city at 
River Des Peres, and that line now forms the 


western boundary of quite an extensive tract 
of land which the city claims. The gain there 
is larger by far than the loss the city has suf- 
fered at Arsenal Isiand, as the prop- 
erty is en the west ank of the 
river and at a point where the. city 
is growing rapidly and land values are taking 
an upward fight. 

The history of this possession is Interesting 
and reflects credit on the foresight of the oity 
fathers of the old town of Carondelet, 

In 1833 they passed an ordinance which still 
stands as strong as it did fifty years axo, 
wh.ch set aparta strip of theriverfront asa 
tow-path and wharf to belong to the olty for- 
ever. Under this old ordinance the oity of St. 
Louis now ho:.ds the propertv under the 
agreements made when Carondelet became a 
partofthe city of 8t. Louis. The tow-path 
and landing set apartas city property wus st 
the time a strip of seventy feet in width, 
running along the river front for 
the entire iength of the tows of 
Carondelet. Its western boundary was fixed 
and has remained in the same p'ace ever 
since. The eastern boundary, however, was 
more unstable and fortunately forthe oy 
began to work away toward the east until 
now the strip varies in width from 408 to 1,000 
feet. Itis occupied by a number of large 
manufactories and works all of which will 
have to pay rent tothe city. Thefinal esti- 
mates of the valne of the property and the ex- 
actamountof it are now being made. Maj. 
Murpby estimates its vaiue at $1,000,000,

ARLINGTON SCHOOL. 
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Hew a Family Disagreement Caused Strife 
asd Excitement Ameng Scheolmates— 
A Merning Engagement Follewed by ae 
Afternoon Pitched Battie—A Lively Day. 


-t Last Wednesday was ea day of war, carnage, 
panic and siege at the Arlingtouw School. 

In ad@ition to the sanguinary encounter be- 
tween Miss Birdie Hanesck and Miss Lillie 
Baich in the afternoon, as a result of which a 
Warrant was sworn out yesterday charg- 
Ing the former with assault and 
battery, there had been in the morning of the 
Sameday a rough-and-tumble fight between 
Miss Baich and the younger Miss Hansack, 
Nettie by name, from which the smoke of 
battie had scarcely cleared away when the 
second engagement began.

COMMISSIONER HOLMAN CONCLUDES J&IS 
SIDEOF THE PUMP ARGUMENT. 


A Letter Sent to Each Member efthe Ceun. 
cil Making Some Contradictiens—tThe 
Question te Be Brought Up To.Night— 
What Mr. Holman Says and Why He 
Says It. 


The puwping engines will be one of the 
principal topics of discussion in the Ceuncil 
to-night. Thatthe final round of the long 
fight will be a bitter one there can be ne 
doubt. Mr. Holman, the Water Commissioa- 
er, has not lost heart in spite of the fact that 
a majority of the Boara and the City Counsel- 
or have been arrayed againsthim. He will 
not be present at the meeting to-night as he 
leaves town on business. He gives a parting 
shot, however, in the form of a letter 
to each member of the Council. 
Mr. Hoiman said this morning: ‘‘I have held 
off as long as I can, and now lI propose to tell 
wy side ofthe story. Idonot want it thought 
tbatl am makinga persona) attack on Mr. 
Bell, but that Il am defining and defending my 
position.’’ 

The ietter Mr. Holman has sent to each 
member of the Council is as follows: 

MR. HOLMAN’S LETTER. 


DeaAR Srr—In the epinion of the City 
Counselor in relation to the Water Works 
enw ine contract, he states that ‘‘The contract 
makes the estimate and decisions of the 
Water Commissioner final and conclusive as 
tothe quality and quantity of the material to 
be furnished, the work to be done, the duty 
| and capacity of the engines, the amount to be 
| paid under the contract, and ali questions re- 

lating to the execution of the contract.’’ 

This wight lead you to Infer that whatever 
decision the Water Commissioner made in 
relation to the quality of the material, the 
work to be done and the amount to be paid 
under the contract would be binding upon the 
contractor, but lam advised that in poin' of 
law such ie far from the case, as has been 
decided by the Supreme Court of this State, 
in Yates vs. Ballantine (56 Mo., 530), and 
Dinsmore vs. Livingstone County (60 Mo,, 
244), where the Supreme Court holds that 
whereby the terms of & contract parties agree 
to abide by the decision or opinion of an 
architect, engineer or commissioner in an 
action upon the contract, such opinion or 
decision is binding upom the parties, but 
upon an account for the value of his work 
and materials, the decision of the Commis- 
sioner as to correspondence of the work done 
with the contract ‘*‘would be entitied to no 
more weight than that of other witnesses,’’ 
and the court further bolds (56 Mo., 359), that 
if the plaintiff euos for the value of his work 
dene and material furnished ‘‘this provision 
in regard to the persons selected to decide on 
the compliance with the specifications is of 
no uvail as a defense.’ 

According to these two cases,whatever may 
be the decision of the Water Cominissioner as 
to the materials or work done under this con- 
tract,such decision will not be Linding on the 
contractor in an action by him for the vaiue 
ofthe pumping eng!ines. 

The City Counselor, in ‘his opinion, subor- 
dinates the pians to the specifications, and 
Says that where they d0 notavree, specifica- 
tiens govern. Sec. G. distinctly states that all 
the work contemplated and described in this 
contract and the foregoing specifications 
#haill be done in uccordance witb the ceneral 
drawings approved by and on file in the office 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 

The general drawings which have been ap- 
proved by the board are the Worthington 
Diane, and this section provides that the 
work done under this contract and specifica. 
tions must be in accordance with them. tec, 
2 of the specifications provides that the detail 
working tracings shail be made ig accordance 
withthe plens submitted by thé conutracter 
with his proposal. 

Again, sec. 9 requires the contractor to fur- 
nish ‘‘accurate and workmanlike general 
tracings,’’ made in «accordance with the 
Grawinus submitted Dy the contractor with 
his proposal. Here again the intention of 
the contract is brought out and shown that 
the plans would be the thing upon which 
the contract would be awarded and the work 
done. The specifications were drawn to cover 
a general type of engine, either with or with- 
out a fy-wheel. 

It ls apparent that tbe kind of engine to be 
built must be shown onthe plans submitted 
by the contractor with his bid. In fact, from 
the general mature of the specifications they 
must be accompanied by pians, for without 
the plans no ove could tell what particular 
engine isto be built. The plans, in short, 
show whatengine is tobe furnished, it idea- 
tifes the enuvine, and is the only thing in con- 
wection with the contract thatdoes identify 
the work to be done. 

It is piain from tre important osition 
which the plane occupy that they take pre- 
cedence of the specifications, and,furtner, the 
pians were approved by the board after the 
approval of the specifications. The board 
thus overruled ite former apprevsai! of the 
specifications where they conflict with the 
pians. It is evident that the pDiavs will govy- 


as they bold a more important position in this 
contract. 
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Thies is why the contractor’ peprenon t 
(alr. Hague) in bie remarks Defers he - _ 
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erm when they iiferfrom the specifications, . 


said in his letter that Mr. Holman considered 
this contract iron bound, for ali that there is 
lee-way enough left which all require consid- 
erable argument and adjustment héreafter.’’ 

Again he gays (pawe $0): ‘*‘Further than this 
we do not intend to change our «enera! plan, 
but sec. 7 of the specifications gives the Com- 
missioner full power to accept or reject our 
detalis, nntilthey meet exactly every point 
of the specifications.’’ 

This isan exact accord with the contract. 
The general plans bave been approyed by the 
board, and the Water Commissioner has no 
power tochange them and can only control 
detatis. 

The provision in the contract stating that 
the contractor shall make changes until the 
plans are watisfactory to the (Commissioner, 
applies only to details, and the changes re- 
quired can only be such as to make the details 
accord with the general plans and specifica- 
tions. 

Now, when the genera! plans and specifica- 
tions do not agree, with what must the detaiis 
agrec’ This is answered by sect. 2 f the 
specifications, which says that the detail 
w orking tracings are to be ‘‘made in accord- 
ance with the general plans submitted by the 
contractor, with his proposal,’’ 

The City founselor also int: mates this when 
he states: “‘In effect, the written specifica- 
tions contained in the contract prevail over 
the approved plans in case of a discrepancy 
between them, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Water Commissioner.’’ That is in cuse of 
a disagreement betwecn the veneral plans 
submitted by the contractor and the speci- 
fications, the Water Commissioner can waive 
the specifications. 

After the statement by the ‘contractor’s 
representative that he does not intend to 
change his general plan, and thatthe con- 
tract willrejuire considerable ar! ument and 
and adjustment hereafter, I can see but one of 
two courses to pursue in the carrying out of 
the contract in case of its approval. 

1. In order to insure successful pumping 7 
engines requires strict adherence to the 
specifications, and pay the extra cost of 
doing 80. 

2. Allowing the contractor to bulld in ac- 
cordance with bis plans and take the riske. 

In either case thecity is a loser. The en- 
gines will be needed as soon as compleied, 
an«! the contractor’s bond is but $10,000. 

Further than this the city puts itseif in such 
a position, by its award of contract toa firm 
whodid not comply with the specifications, 
under which bids were calied for, that in 
future lettings of engines, contractors will 
either not bid at all or bid regardless of speci- 
fications. 

This point is of importance, asthe city will 
have to put four more engines under contract 
as OOD as practicable. 

The City Counselor’s statement, that the 
Water Commissioner’s decision is final and 
conclusive, is even at present disputed by the 
contractor, who claims that the interpreta- 
tion of the specifications by the Water Com- 
missioner is not right on several main points. 

The whole plea of the contructor Is that the 
Water Commissioner’s interpretation of the 
clauses of the specifications, with which his 
plans do not agree, is wrong. Now if the con- 
tractor maintains this position, and secures 
the approval of tne contract, and is thus sus- 
tained in his intérpretation of the specifica- 
tions before the contract is awarded, bow oan 
the city of 8t. Louis enforce acompliance with 
those clauses of the spec fications on which 
this issue is made? Will uot the city, by the 
approval! of the plans and contract, accept the 
contractor’s interpretation of tbe clauses of 
the specifications on which this issue is made, 
and thereby waive its right to enforce com- 
pliance withthem? Very respectfully.

An item regarding the Mocs absorption of 
the typhoid bacillus from the soil into the 
juices of plants, where the fertilizing agent 
that has been used has been night soil from 


the city vaults, hss had some currency in our 
sanitary periodicals. While the typhoid buoil- 
ius can at times be detected in the manure 
obtained from the scavengers, no competent 
obsverver bas, we think, detected it in the 
juices of vegetabies thet have been manured 
with that substance. The use of such marsure 
is, however, not wholly free from danger, and 
veeetabies thatdo aot passe through the process 
of boiling in their preparation for the tab.e 
shoula be cleansed frem ail attached foreign 
matter with unusual care. Inthe neighver - 
hood ef many of our cities the cultivators of 
celery and other garden vegetables ada liquid 
night-soil manure to their felidsia order to 
advasce the growth of theircrops. A certain 
portion of this fertilizer cannot fail to lodge 
on the leaves and stems ofsuch edibie plants 
as oelery, which dith wii aot be all disen- 
waged and washedi away by the ordinury pro- 
cesses of cleansing for tabie use. Celery is 
especially mentiuned because it is peculiarly 
apt to catch and hold the solid constituents of 
the scattered cess-pit manure, and in this dirt 
the bacilli of twphoid fever have been de- 
tected time and again.

Jorgensen’s notion that a tank bal- 
lasted with water and well ventilated would 
make the securest of lifebeo was scoffed at 
by ship owners in America, w eit was often 
discussed, and in England, where it was 
finally carried out.

HELENA C. BOWFRS GIVEN ALIMONY AND 
HEK MAIDEN NAME. 


Leah Schwartz and Theckla Minitze Both 
Granted Decrees of Separatien by Judge 
Withrow—The Ferguson Case—German 
Army Veteraus Organizing—Court Notes.

A ST. LOUIs SALESMAN SUICIDES. 


William Leign EKndsa His Life at Dallas, 
Tex., by Morphine. 


Allan Leigh, the traveling salesman for the 
St. Louis Expanded Metal Co., who com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon at the St. 
James Hotel, Dallas, Tex., by taking an over- 
dose of morphine,had only been a resident of 
this city since last March. He would have 
been 38 years of age next May had he 
lived till then. Leigh was born in 
Washington, D. C., of Swedish parents, 
and hie mother, who is atill alive, 
resides in New York. He lived in Dallas for 
about seven years before coming to &t. Louis, 
and it was inthat city that he murried his 
present wifethree yearsago. Aiter comig 
to &t. Louis Leigh, aithough a man of consid- 
erable education, bad ahard time procuring 
employment, and he finally accepted a piace 
doing chores abouta bouse at Jennings Stu- 
tion, his wife hiring out as a domestic 
in a family in tbis city. This, it ap- 
pears from the wife's story, gave rise 
to Leigh’s domestic treubies referred to in 
the telegrame concerning hissuicide. Mrs. 
Leiwh says her busband forced her to work 
out and then became jealous of her while she 
was soemployed. Of late they have been 
keepiag house at No. 713 North Twentietu 
street, amd the wife claims that althouxh they 
bad the domestic troub/e referred to, her Lus- 
band never ceased to iive with her. She did 
not know what caused him to take his life, but 
supposed that it was partiy dueto driok ‘and 
partly to hie domestic troubie,. In the letter 
left by him, Leigh, who bud 
been drinking heavily, says be had taken his 
own life rather than fill a drunkard’s grave 
and disgrace those be loved best. 

He received a fair salary from the Expanded 
Metal (o., for whom he had been traveling for 
over four months past, and they say at the 
company’sofiice that he was areuarkably 
clever salesman.

'NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


THE WORK OF THE CENTRAL CHURCH ON 
ELEVENTH AND LOCUST. 


Rev. George FP. Wilson Resifesthe Paster- 
ship of the First Presbyterian Chureh ia 
Kansas City—St. Vincent De Paal Be- 
treat—General Religicus Items. 


The Central Union Church, inthe old Y. M. 
O. A. Dullding at Eleventh and Locust streets, 
ie attraeting the atteation of church -people 
all over the city, and is assuming enormeus 
proportions. Located where it is and being 
undenominational, the only undenominaa- 
tiona! church in the oity, its influence extends 
over the whole central district, bounded on 
the east by the Bethel Mission, on the north 
by the Liberty Evangelical Mission en Frank- 
lin avenue and the Niedringhaus Memorial 
and Unien Congregational Church on Cass 
avenue, and on the south by the missions on 
the South Side under denominational contro. 
Astbe churches have moved westward the 
people in this Centra! District have been left 
without church connection and have gradu- 
ally become indifferent to such consolation. 
The object of the Central Church Is to revivify 
these people and to reach the down-towsa 
masses, A church whose aims are so broad 
can not be hampered by sectarian prejudices. 

The Central Evangelical Association was 
formed in 1888 for the purpose of establishing 
this church. Rev. Jehn B. Brandt was elect- 
ec pastor and the first service 
was held the first Sunday in 
October of that year. On Dec. 20 
the church was organized. The first year’s 
work was fairly successful, but the pastor's 
health was such aste ferce him toresign at 
the end of the year, and he was succeeded by 
the present pastor, Rev. Wm. Jobnson. Mr. 
Johnson, on assuming charge, took off bis 
clerieal coat, metaphorically speaking, and 
went to work, and the present splendid show- 
ing Is amatural result. 

Central Church is not azti-denominational, 
but union, or pan-dernominational. Its 


doctriee is liberal and all-embracing, and is 
the same as that on which the Evangelical 
Alliance is organized. The nine articles are 
as folluws: 

1. The Divine inspiration, authority and 
sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures. 

2. The right and duty of private judgment in 
the interpretation of the Holy Scriptares. 

3. The unity of the Gedhead and the trinity 
of the persons therein. 

4. The utter depravity of human nature in 
consequence of the fail. 

5. The incarnation of the Son of God and His 
werk of atonement for the sins of mankind 
and His mediatorial intercession and reign. 

h. The justincation of the sinaer by faith 
alone. 

7. The work of the Holy 6Spirit in the con- 
version and sanctification of the sinner. 

8. The immortality of the soul, the resur- 
rection of the body, the judgment of the 
world by Our Lerd Jesus Christ, with the 
eternal blessedness of the righteous and the 
eternal punishment of the wicked. 

9. The divine institution of the Christian 
ministry and the obligation and ge? ong pe of 
the ordimances ef UVaptism and the Lord’s 
Supper. 

ALL DENOMINATIONS REPRESENTED. 

All Protestant denominations are repre- 
sevted on the records of the church, but there 
is never any clashing due to smal! differences 
ofcreed. There isalargé board of trustees 
baek of it composed of Christian business 
men of large wealth, of which Judge C. ‘ 
Shaitz is President and Joba PD. Davis, Esg., 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

The mode of conducting the meetings is 
such as to give the greatest freedom for the 
observance ofthe form of worship most fay- 
ored by the individual. Theugh it ie the role 
for the congregation to bow their heads is 
prayer, the cnaracter of the audience is some- 
times shown by some kneeling, some bowing 
the head, and some standing. The Lorda’s 
Supper is observed by passing the 
bread and wine through the audience. 
The Sunday evening services are alwaye of a 
‘‘big meetin’ ’’ order. A haif hour's song 
service preceeds a short sermon, and after 
thata half hour is taken up with testimony 
and exhortation. in closing a song is sung 
and those who have manifested any concera 
are asked to come up to the 
front and give the pastor their names, 
the young peopie moving up and down the 
aisles and urging them to do so if they are 
reluctant. During the week followiag the 
pastoreither calls on them or sends them 
something by mail. New members are re- 
ceived at the monthiy communion service. 
There were seventeen received last Sunday, 
sixteen on profession of faith. 

Key. Wm. Johnson, the pastor, has bad 
greut experience in this line of work. He was 
for ten vears a lay evangelist before entering 
the reguiar ministry. He was seven years 
with John Wanamaker in Pbiladeipbia 
in evangelistic and Sunday-school 
work. Then, at the call of 
D. L. Méeody he took a work in Cleveland 
similar to this 8t. Loulse work, where for eight 
years he preached in the large People’s Tab- 
ernacie and Music GHAali built by W. 
Hi. Doan. Before coming here he was 
associated with Moedy in Ohicago. 
He bas recently received a call 
to return te his old workin Cleveland, but 
declined it. He was formerly pastor of the 
People’s Congregational Church on Twenty- 
third street and Clark avenue. For twenty 
years he has been trying to reach the non- 
church going city masses, and great success 
has often aitended his labors. 


Rev. Wilsen Resigns. 


Rev. George P. Wilson, who for several 
years filled the pulpit of the Lafayette Park 
Presbyterian Chureh of this city and resigned 
in the midst of a rather serious division 


among the members of his congregation, has 
severed his connection with the First Church 
ot Kansas City, where be went after his resig- 
nation had been accepted here. Frem the 
reports received here it appears 
that Dr. Wilsen resizned on account 
of the poor financial condition ef the chureh. 
Ithas been stated that the managers of the 
church could not raise sufficient funds to pay 
Dr. Wilson's salary. 

Dr. Wiison it will be remembered by many 
had some difficulty with his congregation 
which was subsequentiy the subject of 
some tiaquiry wy the Presbytery. His 
2 of preaching was not exactly suitable to 
all the members, claim belag made that it was 
pot entirely in accord with Presbyterianism, 
and aside from this there was some dissatis- 
faction with the mermeral management of the 
ehurch. Many of the merobers supported the 
pastor im the controversy that followed, 
and when Dr. Wilson left, some of his 
supporters quit the church and i Rev. 
Kir. Adams’ Congregational burch. The 
matter created a decided stir in church cir- 
cles at the time. 

Dr. Wilson is eonsidered a very abie 
preacher, and, it is undersiood, will bave no 
aificulty in securing a first-olass pupit.
